1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection claims 1-5, 10, 12, 14-27, 29-30, 32- 
35, and 40 under 35 USC 1 12 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

3. 35 USC 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 30, 42-45 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the terminology "a 
medium" is non-statutory because the terminology "a medium" alone has no set definition. A 
statutory product with descriptive material must include a positive recitation of the computer 
readable medium - MPEP 2106, case law, USTPO policy, all are founded on this. 

Claims not specifically addressed depend from indefinite antecedent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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6. Claims 18, 25-26, 30, and 40-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Regarding to the independent claims 18, 30, 46, and 47, the newly added 
limitation "calculating an autocorrelation coefficient of the reference image by assigning a 
density distribution value of a background area of the reference image to a first constant value 
and by assigning a density distribution value of a foreground area of the reference image to a 
second constant value different from the first constant value" is not supported in the original 
disclosure. The Applicant must clearly show the support (page number and line number) for the 
aforementioned limitations in the original disclosure. Furthermore, the Applicant needs to 
explain how the support of the original disclosure discloses this limitation. When considering 
page 9, line 15 to page 10, line 7, page 13, lines 14-24, and page 17, lines 19-25, FIG. 8A, FIG. 
8B, page 8, lines 8-21 and page 18, lines 1-9, the Examiner merely see the processing between 
input image an pattern image, input image and original image. The teaching of all the claimed 
limitation with respect to reference image is not supported in the specification. Furthermore, the 
concept of assigning density distribution value is not supported by the specification. 

Claims not specifically addressed depend from indefinite antecedent claims. 
Subject Matter Not Found in the Prior Art 

7. The subject matters of independent claims 18, 30, 46, and 47, have not been found in the 
prior art. Thus, the dependent claims also have not been found in the prior art. However, 
allowability cannot be indicated because of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.
